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NEWSROOM NOTES - When 
it comes to fatal accidents, the 
wild, wild West is just that, say 
statisticians of a life insurance 
company. 


On the other hand, staid New 
Englanders and dudes from the 
Middle Atlantic area record the 
lowest accident death rates in the 
nation. 


The Mountain States record 
the highest rates, 30 per cent 
abov e the country as a whole. 
In three of these states — Wyo­ 
ming, Nev ada, and Idaho — the 
rates were 80 or more, com • 
pared with the national av erage 
of 53. In each of the other fiv e 
Mountain states death rates ex­ 
ceeded 60 per 100,000 popula­ 
tion. 


Rates abov e 60 were also re­ 
corded in six of the eight South 
Central states and in fiv e of the 
sev en West North Central states. 


The death rate in New- England 
and the Middle Atlantic states was 
about 43 per 100.000, nearly one 
fifth below the national av erage. 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, and 
New- Jersey made the best rec­ 
ords. New York, with a rate of 
11.4 per 100.000 was next in order. 
Hawaii registered a rate of 35.3 
per 100,000. 


Motor v ehicles were the ma­ 
jor cause of accidental death 
in most states, ranging from 
30.9 per 100.000 in Rhode Island 
to 39 .7 in Nev ada. The national 
av erage was 22.5. 


Although driv ers and passen­ 
gers account for a substantial 
majority of those killed in motor 
accidents, note the statisticians, 
pedestrians compose an 
appre­ 
ciable proportion of the v ictims 
— 7,500 of them a year being 
fatally injured. 


Falls, which account, for nearly 
20.000 deaths a year, rank second 
as a cause of death in all but a 
few 
states. 
In 
Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and the District of 
Columbia, falls are the leading 
type of fatal injury. 
Fire and explosions, 
mean­ 
while, generally record 
their 
highest death rates in the South 
and 
Southwest. 
More 
people 
die 
of conflagration 
than 
of 
falls in Smith Carolina. Geor­ 
gia. Alabama and Mississippi; 
the same is true in Alaska.

Leftists Plan Protest of 
U.S. Viet Nam Policies

WASHINGTON—California leftists are quietly mapping world­ 
wide protests against American interv ention in South Viet Nam. 
A confidential gov ernment report rev ea ls that leaders of a 
Berkeley group, the Viet Nam Day Committee, will proclaim Octo­ 
ber 15 and 16 as “ international day s of protest." They plan to stage 
widespread acts of civ il disobedience throughout 
the world in opposition to I .S. policy . 
Leaders of the Viet Nam Day Committee h a \e 
in recent weeks garnered international publicity 
with Berkeley demonstrations designed to halt 
trains carry ing soldiers destined for South \ iet 


Nam. 
A leader of the Viet Nam Day Committee is 
Paul Iv ory , an assistant professor at the tim e r - 
sity of California's Berkeley campus. Iv ory be- 
lie \e s the October demonstrations will result in 
the arrest of hundreds of demonstrators whose 
subsequent trials 
will s e n e to spotlight political 
“ persecution" In this countn. 
At least two other Berkeley professors are activ e in the Viet 
Nam Day protests. Stephen Smale. a professor of mathematics, was 
In his student dav s a member of the Labor Youth l/cague, a now- 
defunct Communist front. Morris Hirsch. another mathema tics pro­ 
fessor, heads the Univ ersity 's Faculty Pea ce Committee. 
A co-chairman of the Viet Nani Day Committee Is J erry Rubin. 
a y outhful leftist who in 19 64 trav eled to 
Castro Cuba in defiance 
of a State Department ban. Rubin was an 
a ctiv e participant in the 
tumultuous Washington demonstrations held earlier this month to 
denounce American “ aggression" in South Viet Nam. 
Other leaders 
of the Viet Nam Day Committee include Mario 
Sav io and Rettina 
Aptheker, key figures in the Univ ersity of Cali- j 
fom ia ’s Free Speech Mov ement. 
S*v io has ex pressed the hope that American jails will be filled 
to ov ercrowding with "political prisoners" on Oct. 16. Miss Apthe­ 
ker, daughter of a leading U.S. Communist, Herbert Aptheker. has 
told a Viet Nam Day rally that she ex pects to be summoned before 
a Senate subcommittee probing Red activ ities on the American 
rampus. She has v owed to flout the subcommittee, headed by Sen. 
J a m es Eastland. Mississippi Democrat. 
A gov ernment report rev ea ls that “ the Viet Nam Day Commit­ 
tee is getting support from many subv ersiv e organizations." They 
Include the Trotskv ite Socialist Workers Party and its y outh group, 
the Young Socialist Alliance, the Communist-controlled W.E.R. Dubois 
Clubs, the pro-Peking Progressiv e Labor Party and its front group, 
the May 2nd Mov ement. 
Note: The first American to escape from the Communist Viet 
Cong has reported that the a ctiv ities of anti-war demonstrators 
back home demoralize U.S. soldiers In South Viet Nam. 
"These people are v ery disheartening to the troops ov er there 
faring death today ." Sgt. Isaac Camacho said in a recent interv iew 
at his El Paso.

Arkansas Senator J . William Fulbright has deleted from the 
foreign aid hill a prov ision that would bar to any nation engaged 
In trade with North Viet Nam. Such a prov ision had earlier won 
House approv al, but Fulbright. chairman of the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee, insisted on its remov al in a joint Ilouse-Senate 
Conference. 
Rep. Charles Chamberlain. Michigan Republican, reports that 
Six nations now encaged in trade with North Viet Nam are slated 
to receiv e U.S. handouts during the nex t v ear. 
Rep. Paul Rogers. Florida Democrat, rev ealed that the U.S. 
buildup in South Viet Nam is using ships from Ihe same countries 
that aid Hanoi. In a House speech. Rogers said: 
“ Ironically , the sealift of American supplies |o Saigon has re­ 
quired the use of ships flv ing the flags of the same free world 
countries helping to keep the Viet Cong supplied. In effect we are 
still doing business with our friends ev en though thev are trading 
with our enem ies.” 


The Florida Congressman said that Rritish, Norwegian, and 
Greek shippers had been paid almost $2 billion since J anuary for 
hauling U.S. gov ernment cargoes to South Viet Nam. During the 
sam e period, he said, 83 ship* fly ing the British. Norwegian and 
Greek flags hav e arriv ed at North Vietnamese ports with v ital 
supplies.
